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Basic Stand 
On N. Korean 
Reaffirmed | 

The Japan Red Cross and the 
Foreign Office yesterday reaf- 
firmed their basic policy of in- 
sisting on the participation of 
the International Red Cross 
Committee (CICR) in the return 
of Koreans in Japan to North 
Korea . 

JRC president Tadatsugu Shi- 
mazu called on Hisanari Yama- 
da, Vice Foreign Minister, to 
discuss the repatriation prob- 
lem, particularly the question of 
CICR good offices and handling 
of grievances. 

The two main problems. are 
presently being discussed by 
representatives of the Ja 
Red Cross and the North 
rean Red Cross in Geneva. 

Shimazu and Yamada agreed 
that the time was premature to 
recall JRC resentatives from 
Geneva, despite opinion favor- 
ing such action in some quar- 
ters. 

At the 13th meeting in Gene- 
va, the Japanese side proposed 
that CICR participation should 
consist of giving guidance, as 
sistance and supervision and 
that grievances should be per- 
mitted to be presented by the 


person himself, his relatives or 
a legal representative. 


The North Korean side, how- 
ever, opposed the Japanese plan. 

Although the Japan side has 
no intention of revising its 
basic position on the two issues, 
it is said prepared to consider 
changes in wording in order to 
make the proposal more accept- 
able to the North Korean side. 
' The final draft is expected to 
be presented at the 14th meet- 
ing next Monday. 

If the North Korean side still 
shows strong opposition, the 
Japanese Red Cross representa- 
tives may be called home, ac- 
cording to observers. 


- Charge Denied 

Foreign Office sources yester- 
day denied a report that the 
Japanese delegates had made un- 
warranted concessions at the Ge 
neva talks on the repatriation of 
Korean nationals in Japan.

In U.S. Ended by Imai 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Hisashi Imai, Japan’s second ranking 
defense official, Wednesday completed three days of high-level 
talks with American military and State Department officials on 


Japanese defense needs. 


After a late afternoon courtesy call at the State Deparmtent, 


Imai told newsmen there is “no 
room for satisfaction or dissatis- 
faction” with the talks here be- 
cause there have been no nego- 
tiations.

Ike Seen Rejecting 
Summit if Reds 
Fix New Deadline 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
President Dwight D. Eisen-

King-Sized Storm 


Rips Texas Towns 

GALVESTON, Tex. (AP)— 
Staggering wind blasts that pos- 
sibly exceeded 200 m.p.h, ripped 
parts of Galveston Thursday 
from a storm line that spread 
destruction in some cities and 
towns nearly to the Mexican 
border. 

Two men who went to check 
their fishing lines near Galves- 
ton remained unreported late 
in the morning and were feared 
drowned.

5. The signatory states will 
respect the territorial integrity 
and sovereignty of Germany, in- 
cluding its right to choose its 
own form of government. 

6. There will be provisions 
for the exercise of basic human 
rights in Germany. 

7. Security provisions will 
conform to those in the four- 
phased Western peace plan for 
German reunification and Euro- 
pean security, tabled at the con- 
ference here Thursday last 
week. 

8. A united Germany will 
recognize the validity of the 
peace treaties with Bulgaria, 
Romania, Hungary, Italy, Japan, 
and Finland and accept the pro- 
visions of the Austrian state 
treaty. 

9. The signatories will sup- 
port Germany’s admission to 
the United Nations. Pending 
Germany’s entry into the world 
body it will respect the prin- 
ciples of the organization. 

Germany will have the right 
of individual and collective self 
defense in accordance with 
Article 51 of the United Nations 
Charter. 

10. A united Germany will 
be free to decide which poli- 
tical and military. agreements

First Real Break in 
East-West Deadlock 
May at Geneva 


Frank Exchange of 
Views in Privacy 
Planned by Herter 


GENEVA (UPI) — The 
first real break in the 
grinding East-West dead- 
lock over German reunific- 
ation and European secu- 
rity may come Thursday 
after eight days of diplo- 
matic filbustering at the 


Geneva foreign Ministers’ 
meeting.

On Increase 


Operators of houses of pro- 
stitution doing business under 
disguise and the number of 
street walkers are on the in- 
crease, according to a Justice 
Ministry white paper on pro- 
stitution issued yesterday. 

There have been 24,112 cases 
of violation of the antiprostitu- 
tion legislation which came into 
force a little more than a year 
ago, according to the report. 

Sixty-three per cent of the 
violations involved = solicitors 
while 18 per cent involved opera- 
roe of illegal houses of prostitu- 
tion. 


Of the total cases, according 
to the white paper, the pro- 
curators office sought indict- 
ment for public trial in only 
11.1 per cent. About 31 per cent 
of the cases resulted in non- 
indictment. 

The general policy of the au- 
thorities is to give guidance to- 
ward rehabilitation rather than 
to punish the giris in line with 


the spirit of the Antiprostitu- 
tion Law,

Department Store 
Sales Show Drop 


Total sales of 209 department 
stores in Japan in April stood 
at ¥28,400 million or a drop of 
7.5 per cent from the previous 
month, according to the Inter- 
national Trade and Industry 
Ministry yesterday. 

The decline was greater than 
normal. The amount of sales in 
April usually shows a decline 
from March. 

The major cause of the drop 
was due to dull business of 
household furnishings in con- 
trast to the briskness of foods. 

Compared to the correspond- 
ing period of last year, items 
which showed an increase were 
household furnishings (15.2 
per cent), foods (10.5 per cent), 
clothing (4.1 per cent), acces- 
sories (45 per cent) and 
sundries (5.7 per cent).

Tokyo Trade Fair Closes 
Today; Big Business Done 


The 1955 Tokyo International 
Trade Fair will end an 18-day 
run today after setting what is 
generally estimated to be record 
highs in the number of visitors 
and value of business contracted. 

The fair secretariat estimated 
transactions concluded during 
the fair at ¥16,000 million, or 
2.3 times, as much as the value 
of business done at the 1957 
Tokyo fair. 

The breakdown of the estimate 
gave ¥7,300 million in exports, 
¥2,000 million in imports and 
¥6,700 million in domestic tran- 
sactions. 

More than 1,520,000 persons, 
including 3,910 foreign buyers 
visited the two sites of the fair 
from May 5, when it opened, 
through May 20. A_ record 
crowd of 300,000 flocked to the 
fair on May 17, the last Sunday 
of the fair. 

A total of 7,975 trade inqui- 
ries were made on Monday while 
transactions amounted to ¥368 
million. 

Transactions concluded at the 
fair on Wednesday amounted to 
¥303,424,000 while trade irqui- 
ries received the same day to 
taled 3,249. 

Of the transactions concluded 
Tuesday, the major export deals 
included ¥12,000,000 worth of 
medical instruments to Hawaii, 
¥3,520,000 worth of wood-work- 
ing machinery for Burma, ¥6,- 
300,000 worth of tools to Hong- 
kong, the U.S. and Korea, and 
¥500,000 worth of sundries to 
Korea. 

The domestic transactions on 
Tuesday amounted to ¥157,676,- 
000. 

The major import. trans- 
actions concluded Tuesday in- 
cluded ¥2,000,000 worth of in- 
dustrial machinery from _ the

Making Use of Learning 


Art for the sake-of art. This phrase seems to be ap- 
propriate to describe a certain persistent trend in the 
academic circles of this country. For they are hardly per- 
turbed by the fact that many college graduates are en- 
countering difficulty in making use of their learning. ~- 

‘This fact was again spotlighted by a recent survey of 
the Education Ministry. According to the official survey, 
about one-third of the college graduates in 1958 are not 
making use of what they majored in while in school. 

“Do you think your present job is related to your 
field of concentration?” This question was asked in the 
. gurvey questionnaire. To this, 35.2 per cent replied simply 

“yes,” while 28 per cent noted “a very close relationship” 
between their jobs and their field of study. 

On the other hand, 23.8 per cent thought their learning 
had not much to do with their present jobs and 8.8 per cent 
failed to note any relationship whatsoever. 

Those 28 per cent who noted a very close relationship 
had studied, for instance, physical education, seamanship 
and fine arts. Most of those 8.8 per cent who found them- 


selves in an utterly strange job were 


law, 


political science, economics and liberal arts. 
These statistics show the difficulty that confronts col- 


lege graduates trying to get 


a job. An extreme instance 


of the outcome of this situation may be a college graduate 


driving a taxicab. 


Viewed from this angle, it may seem that no one can 
be held responsible for the improper placement of trained 
young men and women. There is another angle to the 


problem, however. 


We think that the universities and colleges of this 
country are not practical enough in planning courses of 
study and the students in turn are not realistic enough in 
their orientation in student life. 

The excess of utilitarianism is a nuisance in academic 
life..In affirming this, we make no reservation. Neverthe- 
less, we suspect that the so-called “art-for-art’s sake” at- 
titude is a thinly disguised sectionalism on the part of our 
professors. In other words, it seems to us, some professors 
are opposed to a drastic reform of universities when it af- 
fects their discipline and their seat. 

The recent official survey should give occasion to a 
‘serious reappraisal of the practical adaptability of learning.

The Employment Deliberation 
Council is scheduled to adopt 
formally a plan for full employ- 
ment May 25 for presentation to 
the Government as its recom- 
mendation. The council stresses 
in the plan the need to adopt 
an appropriate policy for those 
who are not fully employed in 
the period ranging from 10 to 
15 years as the first step toward 
full employment.

James Reston, in the New 
York Times, considered the Rus- 
sian tactics an overt play for 
the headlines. Gromyko was try- 
ing to impress, not the Western 
Foreign Ministers, but “the 
newspaper readers in East Ger- 
many, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia, where they have many 
more political problems than is 
generally realized.” 

The immediate Soviet goal is 
to dramatize its hegemony over 
Eastern Europe. “It is appar- 
ently not enough for them that 
the West is willing to acquiesce 
in their control of that area: 
they want us to pose with their 
puppets as equals in order to 
propagandize their conquest 
with our help.” When his cyni- 
cal propaganda function is per- 
formed, it is hoped that Gromy- 
ko will “settle down and nego- 
tiate on the serious issues of the 
division of Berlin -nd Germany 
and the future security of 
Europe.” 

Marquis Childs, in the Wash- 
ington Post and Times Herald, 
claimed the West was shocked 
by the Soviet insistence that the 
Germans be admitted as full 
partners at the outset. “Had 
they not agreed, or seemed to 
agree, that the East and West 
Germans should come as advi- 
sers to be consulted when called 
upon?” As in many meetings 
before, the two sides are speak- 
ing two entirely different lan-

And it fs 
equally well understood in all 
quarters that West Berlin will 
not be abandoned. “The real 
controversies as between East 
and West, and also in some 
measure within the West, will 
turn on how to deal legally and 
politically and psychologically 
with the fact of a continuing 
partition of Germany...and 
with the fact that West Berlin 
will remain within the Western 
community while it is located 
within the Eastern community.”

WASHINGTON — Those who 
watched the masterful way in 
which Sen. Jack Kennedy pilot- 
ed his laber bill through the 
Senate, and also watched the 
skillful opposition of the Sen- 
ate’s chief labor critic, Sen. 
John McClellan of Arkansas, 
wondered how they and their 
families could still remain 
friends. 

Though they disagree vig 
ously at times over labor, Jack’s 
brother Bob is the able right- 
hand man of Sen, McClellan, 
while McClellan has been enter- 
tained by Joe Kennedy, father of 
Jack and Bob, at his sumptuous 
home in Palm Beach. 

Secret of their public oppost- 
tion but private friendship was 
an advance ent to dis- 
agree. 

Last year, McClellan had put 
his friendship for the Kennedy’s 
ahead of politics and supported 
Sen. Kennedy’s moderate labor 
reform bill. This caused politi- 
cal repercussions among McClel-

back Gov. Orval Faubus against

The Arkansas senator there- 
upon served notice on Kennedy 
that this year he would be oblig- 
ed to take a more crusading 
stand against labor. Each sena- 
tor expressed his full under- 
standing of the other’s position 
and agreed to fight on the Sen- 
ate floor yet rémain firm friends 
off the Senate floor. 

In his eagerness, however, 
McClellan almost smashed up his 
own political bandwagon. He 
pushed through a “bill of 
rights” amendment which 
would have permitted the Fed- 
eral Government to bring crimi- 
nal injunctions against unions 
that violated any individual 
member's “rights.” Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon helped McClellan 
pass the amendment by break- 
ing a tie vote. 

Nixon's Neck 

Next morning, Georgia’s as- 
tute Sen. Dick Russell, the 
southern elder statesman, took 
a close look at the amendment 
and notified his fellow South- 
erners that they had helped put 
through a sneak civil rights bill. 
The McClellan amendment, he 
explained privately, could be 

to desegregate southern 
labor unions. 

Frantically, McClellan and 
Southern supporters worked out 
a compromise that § satisfied 
Kennedy. The result was a 90- 
to-1 vote in favor of Kennedy’s 
modified bill to curb labor rack- 
eteering. 

This boosted Kennedy's Presi- 


dential stock. He had demon- 
strated courage and skill dur- 
ing the Senate debate. But it 
left Vice President Nixon’s po- 
litical neck stretched out a gi- 
raffe’s length. He was on rec- 
ord with a tie-breaking vote for 
a measure that the unions had 
fought bitterly. Yet, after the 
final compromise, his vote had 
been wasted. 


Note—despite the 90-1 Senate 


Or approval, the Kennedy bill will 


run into stiff opposition in the 
House. 


The Strauss Foundation 


One interesting chapter in the 
life of Adm. Lewis Strauss 
which intrigues investigating 
senators is the awards given by 
him through the “Lewis and 
Rosa Strauss foundation.” This 
is a tax-exempt family founda- 
tion of which the admiral is 
president and which he controls. 

Strauss has*had some sharp 
arguments with scientists re- 
garding the danger of atomic 
fall-out and regarding Dr. Rob- 
ert Oppenheimer, whom he 
purged from Government. The 
two scientists who have stuck 
by him through thick and thin 
during these heated arguments 
are Dr. Edward Teller of Cali- 
fornia and commissioner Wil- 
lard Libby, who has just left 
the AEC.

ficht if need be. If we have to 
fight, no doubt we may all die; 
tut so will you!” The West, 
said Alsop, for numerous moral, 


pou. . and historical reasons, 
mu. eserve its position in 
West lin, Ultimately, there 


is no way to defend this vital 
interest other than by being 
ready to fight for it, and the 
Russians are in Geneva to dis- 
cover whether the West '~ real- 
ly ready to fight for Berlin. “If 
they conclude the contrary, as 
they well may, there will be no 
end to the concessions which 
the Soviets will demand. Noth- 
ing but the clearest, most de- 
cisively proven Western willmg- 
ness to fight for Berlin will pro- 
mote the kind of compromise 
that would be acceptable to the 
West.” 

David Lawrence observed that 
there is a widespread notion 
that, whether or not there is 
substantial achievement at the 
Foreign Ministers’ level, there 
will undoubtedly be a summit 
meeting. The world is being 
told, in effect, that the Geneva 
conferees are merely figure- 
heads and nothing they do will 
make the least difference. “If 
Mr. Eisenhower announced now 
that he has not made up his 
mind to go to a summit confer- 
ence unless a specific solution 
is reached (at Geneva) on the 
Berlin problem, it would serve 
notice on the Foreign Minis- 
ters...that they must accom- 
plish ‘something tangible, and it 
would put an end to the trivial- 
ities which are using up valu- 
able time.” 

Lawrence warned the 
against any kind of recognition 
of East Germany. “The road to 
world domination is made easi- 
er by just such apparently 
small concessions that involve 
a big principle. When sym- 
bols of a great cause are dis- 
regarded, the aggressor is en- 
couraged and liberty-loving peo- 
ples become discouraged.” 

C. L. Sulzberger recalled that 
over Quemoy and Lebanon 
Moscow had tried to force East- 
West talks. But in those instan- 
ces the U.S. was able “to quench 
fires without major parleys be- 
cause the positions involved 
were maritime and we are a 
great sea power.” In this in- 
stance, Russia has carefully cho- 
sen Berlin as an issue, since 
that city is locked within the 
great land ocean controlled by 
the Soviet Union. As a result, 
the West has now been brought 
to a conference where the Rus- 
sians are trying for inch by 
inch gains, and “the ultimate 
choice remains between nuclear 
war and compromise.” 

Marquis Childs remarked 
that “while in some respects 
the outer surface has changed, 
the hard core of Communist 
policy remains as solid as ever.” 
But nevertheless “the prospect 
is for a limited agreement that 
will make a summit conference 
possible,” since “self-interest on 
both sides of the table compels 
East and West to make at least 
an attempt at agreement on the 
most obvious issues, such as 
Berlin.”
